1 considerable sensation has been excited by the refusal of 


Lord Sipxoura fo insert the Address of the Livery in the 
Gazette; and it js agreed on all hands, that his Lordship 
could not have taken a surer method to raise unpleasant 
matter of discourse, or indeed to bring much more disa- 
erceable and awkward alternatives upon those from whom 
be would endeavour to keep off annoyance.

the reverse, We were sorry to see this pretence gravely 
put forth in a set of resolutions by the citizens of London, 
who have a spirit Lbat should have set them above it. It 
might do very well in a piece of sheer irony, but as a sup- 
position to be gravely kept up, with even an affected in- 
dignation against those who think otherwise, it is on- 
worthy of plain, strait-forward spirits who have a good cause 
to support. Such disingenuous tricks are a constituent 
part of that ordinary and vulgar state-cunning,—that 
wretched making-as-if,—which sit is the business of a 
consistent patriotisin to despise; and the very least they 
can dd is to warrant a counter trickery in the objects of 
their attack, who will be sure to take advantage of the 
license whenever they can, and be the first to. laugh at us 
for having givea them the opportunity. | 
For this reason, if the Citizens are to go up with an Ad- 
dress to the Prince Recenr (for such is the dilemma into 
which Lord Sromoura may have brought his~ master) we 
would recommend that they should put on the sincerity 
that becomes their cause, and approach his Royal High- 
ness, not with an affected congeniality of delight, but with 
a serious and plain memorial of his Consort’s innocence, 


and an honest recommendation that he should take the -~ 


earliest opportunity ef meeting the’ public sympathy and 
securing the domestic strength of the sation by shewing 
his proper sense of it. We put this to the good sense and 
sound Boglishr feelings of such men as Mr. Warraman and 
Mr. Acpeaman Woop, and ‘remind them of the superior 
policy as well as dignity of the proceeding; for if they 
addrcas the Prewce with a masceuvre, he hasa right, ag 
far as Lhey can give it, to his maneuyre in turn; and the 
Princess has no resource if he chooses ty puton a plea- 
surable face in imitation of theirs, and answer them with 
some vague anf unmeaning expression of thanks; whereas, 
to come before him with a statement of facts and wilh a 
face of serious and earnest expectation as to his resolutions 
on the subject, will either put his Royal Highness upon the 
necessity Of meationing the course he may think fit to 
adopt, or will leawe them atJiberty, in case he should act 
otherwise, to stir the matter in Parliament, aud bring it to 
it’s final settlement inthe place where it was so honvurably 
commenced, 26 ' 

But whatever may’ be the style of the Address, we are 
clearly of opivion that mention should be made of the 
Princess of Waxes’s situation as a mother as well asa 
wife. The case, politically as well as domestically consi- 
dered, is of atwo-fold mature; and if it affects her Royal 
Highness in the tenderest point as a calume*sted and de- 
scried woman, it hardly Jess concerns the young Privcess 
as a suGerer from’ her mother's condition, and infinitely 
more so as a future Suvercign, whose character is greatly

“The Viceroy was in his positions, hisleft onthe Ethe at the 
mouth of the Sanie, his centre at Berabourgh, his right to» 
wards the mountains of the.

EXHIBITION OF THE SOCIETY OF PAINTERS IN 
61, AND WATER COLOURS. 

Of the visual end intellectual amusements which the me- 
tropolis alternately affurds, there are none 60 cheap aod at 
the same fime so delightful as exhibitions of Art. There 
we expatiate with tranquil pleasute over the varied and 
vieid portraitures of man and his lerraqueous abude, and 
over the lavish stores of beauty with Which it is covered to 
exalt and caplivate his imaginaign.- It is therefore with 
renewed pleasure that we refer the tastefal reader to the 
charming landscapes m the 9th Exhibition of this society, 
which, theagh it has lost one of its most brelliant orma- 
ments by the secession of Mr. R. R. Retwaace, who will 
evhibil at the Royal Academy, has inereased claims to pa- 
tronage io the addition to ils other valuable members of 
sevetal able artists, such as Messrs. Cuewwect, Maxenaer, 
Cox, &c. and especially for its introduction of ql paintings 
into its exhibition by Messrs, B. Banxen, Barner, Couren, 
Caanuen, Graver, Havete, Linwec, Ricarer, J. Vare- 
Wry, Mies Goucosnits, Metngany, &e. almost all of 
whose performances are ably and some admirably executed, 
as are somé wax portrait models by Mr. Rouw, which are 
indeed the perfeetion of their species of art. 

Mr. Grovea’s otf Views of Lambton-hall, Loch-Katrine; 
Ren f enue, Connitston Lake, Mount Olyinpus, and Town of 
Bruce, &c. are in a style so delicate and distinct, with oa 
chiaroscure and coloer so clear, slrong, and unobtrusive, 
and an outline and pencil so clean, bat soft, that together 
with his delicate middle tints, connecting and blending his 
strong shadows and lights, his airy distances, his atmosphe- 
rie hues, die sunoy gleams, his clegaat aod natural forms, 
und serene aspects of nature, he is fairly entitled to the 
denomination of the British Ccsaune.
